The income of Atheus from fines ap- 


pears to have beon considerable and to 
have constituted n singular and perma- 
nent feature of the fiscal policy of the 
state. The method of assessment max be 
best illustrated t>y examples. Thus if 
duly authorized officials did not hold 
certain assemblages, according to rule, 
or properly conduct the appointed busi- 
ness they each had to pay 1,000 
drachmas ($300). If an orator conducted 
himself indecorously in a public assem- 
bly, he could be fined 50 drachmas ($10) 
for each offense, which might he raised 
to a higher sum at the pleasure of the 
people. A woman conducting herself 
improperly in the streets paid a similar 
penalty. If a woman went to Eleusls in 
a carriage, she subjected herself to a fine 
of a talent ($1,180). 


In the case of wealthy or notable per- 


sons fines for omissions or commissions 
iu respect to conduct were made much 
greater, and so moro productive of rev- 
enue, and there were very few notable 
or wealthy citizens of Athens who, un- 
der the rulo of demagogues and through 
specious accusations of offenses against 
the state or the gods, escaped the pay- 
ment of heavy fines, the experiences of 
Miltiades, Themistooles, Aristides, De- 
mosthenes, Pericles, Cleon and TimO' 
theus being cases in point. Every person 
who fjiilod to pay n flue owing to the 
state was reckoned as a public debtor 
and was subject to imprisonment uud it 
practical denial of citizenship, MiJ- 
tiados,- the victor at Marathon, for ex- 
ampJe, having been cast into prison 
(where he afterward died) through nc 
inability to pay a lino assessed againsli 
him of 50 talents.—Appleton's Science 
Monthly. . 


Facts Abont Dust. 


Of all other factors, perhaps dust has 


its considerable part in the process of 
nature, for microscopic atmosphere does 
not always consist of the coarse motes 
which may be sometimes seen in the 
path of a sunbeam. There is much that 
i3 wonderful and mysterious concealed 
ill the existence of dust, for even in the 
pure air, at an elevation of 4,000 feet, 
it has been ascertained that there r.io 
about 84,000 dust particles pur cubic 
inch, but in a room in a crowded city 
they would amount to no loss than 80,- 
000,000 particles per cubic inch. It will 
be, therefore, easy to understand hovr 
important an influence this invisible) 
dust must exercisa over the hcuith con- 
ditions of 11 highly sensitive organism. 
Although their chemical aiu.ijsi.-i 
is 


difficult the morn oxnct elen^ul.H of 
those dust particles can i;o soieiitificnlly 
determined. These iniuuta atoms ara at 
first microscopic, but become visible and 
nre ever increased by contact with the 
surrounding land and water. Perhaps, 
however, that which concern:-; ntmos- 
pherio.hygieuaiuost in the living organ- 
isms contained umoug the dnsbpartiolra, 
or bacteria, SB we call them.—JSTutici:;;'.! 
Board of Health Magazine.

ance, says: "It is not more money we 
want. What we want is to pat the 
money we already have at work." 


Mr. Bryan directs attention to the 


fact that these words were uttered at a 
time when tiie circulating medium had 
fallen off $150,000,000 in two years, and 
then compares them with what Mr. Mc- 
Klnley said six years ago, when, instead 
of having a decreasing currency, we had 
an increase of over $21,000,000 every 
year under the Bland act authorizing 
the oolnage of standard dollars. Then 
Mr. MoKinley, who was a member of 
the House of Representatives, snid: 


"Mr. Speaker, I will not voto against 


this bill, and thus deprive the people of 
my country and the laborers and tlie 
producers and the industries of my 
country of $30,000,000 annually of ad- 
ditional circulating medium. 1 am for 
the largest use of silver in the currency 
of the country. I would not dishonor 
it. I would give it equal credit and 
equality with gold. I would make no 
discrimination. I would utilize both 
matals as money, and discredit neither. 
I want the double standard, and I be- 
lieve confidence will accomplish thia 
purpose." 


That was McKiuleyism, that wus Re- 


publicanism six years ngo when Mr. 
McEinley advocated the passage of tbe 
Sherman bill in Congress. Now it is 
repudiation to use the same arguments 
presented by Mr. McKinley six years 
ago. Then ho was a free man, and 
spoke like an American citizen. Now 
he is in bond, and completely uuder 
the control of Mr. Hauna and the 
trusts. 


But Mr- HcKinley's repudiation of 


the principles which he advocated a, 
few years ago is no more astonishing 
than that of the Republican leaders 
here in Nevada. Two" 
years ago the 


very men who are to-day opposing the 
remonetization of silver declared as 
the principles of Eepublioati faitlv'that 
the act of 1878 was a grave wrong; that 
it increased tbe burden of debts; that 
it paralyzed the productive energies nf 
the entire 'country; that it depressed 
business of every kind, except money 
lending; that there can bo nor perma- 
nent return of prosperity to our coun- 
try until silver shall have beon re- 
stored to its full use and position as a 
money metal," and, as the only perfect 
method of restoring it, demanded its 
free and unlimited coinage at the ratio 
of 16 ounces of silver to 1 ounce of gold 
by the United States acting indepen- 
dent and wholly regardless of what 
other nations may or may npt do. 


That was Republicanism as pro- 


claimed by Messrs. Oolcord, Summer- 
field, Bigelow and the other shining 
light? of the party in 1894. Now they 
repudiate every principle which they 
then indorsed, and denounce the mem- 
ber* of the party who now stand by the 
principles of 1894 as repudiators, and 
are resorting to all the trickery known 
to precinct statesmen to defeat those 
of them who have been nominated for 
office by the Silver and Democratic 
parties.

started from near the foot of the grade 
and driven some distance back with a 
view of cutting the ledges on the north 
sida of the canyon. This tunnel was 
worked upon from time to time, but it 
remained for the present enterprising 
company to take up the project of 
driving this tunnel into Lander hill 
and there tap the network of mines 
about 600 feet below the mouths of the 
several shafts and over 400 feet below 
tbe level of. the water in the old work- 
ings. To do this the Clifton tunnel 
was driven back over a mile in the di- 
rection oil tbe Frost shaft. 


The plant at,(the mouth has been en- 


larged from time to time as the in- 
creased distance from the mouth of 
the tunnel made the need of more 
power imperative. 


For several months much fear has 


been entertained for the safety of the 
men employed^ in the tunnel, lest when 
tho large body of water filling all the 
old workings should be struck, and the 
men would be drowned and dashed to 
pieces by the flow. Every precaution 
was, however, taken by the company 
to guard against such an accident, and 
very successfully, too, as the tvork of 
last night showed. At midnight Wed- 
nesday, while four men were at work in 
the breast of £the tunnel, a report like 
thunder warned the men that their 
work was finished. A rush of air that 
preceded the water gava them time to 
escape behind the bulkhead that had 
been placed in the tunnel, and to es- 
cape out of a mile of workings before 
the water, which could rush through an 
opening left in tho bulkhead, could 
overtake them. 


The water continued to flow, half 


filling the tunnel, for over twelve hours, 
to the perfect satisfaction of the hund- 
red or more people who thronged the

These questions are, no doubt, of 


great importance to the people .of 
Reno, as upon their right settlement 
will depend in a very great measure 
Reno's future prosperity. 
The law. 


authorizing the submission of these 
questions to a vote of our people says 
that the result shall be considered 
merely advisory, or in other words 
that it shall not be the final decision of 
the questions at issue. ^One of these, 
that is, "shall Reno own and operate 
municipal water works ? " is of greater 
importance, just now to our people 
than any other question before them, 
except indeed it be the silver question. 
That Reno stands In need of pure 
water as mush as it stands in need of 
free coinage I think very few will dis- 
pute. 
If the question to be decided 


was, shall the people of Reno be 
authorized to take ^immediate steps to 
secure this desirable cesult ? I am con- 
fident we would not much longer be 
without this pure, needful beverage 
upon which the health and life of a 
people depend. That there is confus- 
ion in the minds of many upon the 
question to be voted upon is evidenced 
by the interrogation, "does it mean 
that we are called upon to decide 
whether we shall purchase and operate 
the present water system?" 
The law 


plainly intends, first, that tho people 
of Reno decide whether they want to 
own and operate their own 
water 


works, whether it be the present 
works or an entirely new system. After 
this is decided in the affirmative then 


by only half a length.

Campaign of 1876. 


Back iu the campaign of 1876 I was 


making o tour of the west with Oliver 
P. Morton and.George Sheridan, one'of 
the brightest speakers the American 
platform hps ever known, who accom- 
panied him to do the ' 'funny business.'' 
Senator Morton would usually tulle 5'or i 
an hour—a dull, turgid, heavy direus- ; 
eioii of the financial problem, fol!ov,-.,ii | 
by an attack upon the Democrats of the 
eonth for thuir inhuman treatment of 
the negro. By the time he had fiuitilu ;1 
the audience would be soaked with w'iso 
advice and valuable information, Imt 
every spark of enthusiasm would- be 
quenched. Theu George Sheridan would 
take the platform and wtike them tip. 
For an -hour they would roar with 
laughter or sit with their mouths open, 
[iisoiuatcd by hiij flights of fancy. 
It 


was a rare combination. 


One night, after we had been out for 


a couple of weeks, I think at Fort 
Wayne, Sheridan said: "Senator, I wish 
yon would let me speak first tonight. I 
want to go out into the country with 
gome friends." 


"All right," replied Senator Morton 


cheerfully. 
"Yon arrange it with the 


chairman of the meeting." 


But when Sheridan took the platform 


and began to deliver Morton's speech, 
word for word, as the latter had deliver- 
ed it every night for a fortnight, the 
senator became very nneasy. He gave all 
Morton's arguments against the infla- 
tion of the currency and in favor of the 
resumption of specie payments; he re- 
cited all the statements concerning the 
outrages in the south; he repeated all of 
the personal reminiscences of his exper- 
iences as governor of Indiana during 
the war, which the senator was accus- 
tomed to work iu until the latter was 
almost paralyzed with chagrin and 
amazement, and finally, when ho reach- 
ed a point in the discussion of the finan< 
oial problem where Morton was accus- 
tomed to compare a Pompeiian gold coin 
with a United States greenback, be 
turned to the astonished victim of thia 
practical joke and said in an undertone, 
"Let's have that coin." The senator 
handed it over without a murmur, and, 
when Sheridan had recited thd eloquent 
peroration which ho always used at tlw 
close of his speech and had taken his 
seat, Senator Morton hobbled over to the 
desk on his two canes and said: 


' 'I aia the victim of a practical joke. 


Realizing the gravity of the issues be- 
fore the American people, I came intc 
thia campaign with a carefully prcparet 
speech, which I have delivered in Mr. 
Sberidun'B hearing so often that he 
lias committed it to memory, and he has 
delivered it here tonight much better j 
than I conlcl have delivered it. He also I 
is in the habit of making the same i 
speech, ami I have hoard it many times, { 
Ire I: I lack'his memory, iiud could not 
repent it to save iny life. I will there- 
l<iri: nppeal to him cut to punish yon as 
ha has punished me, but to gi ve ns some 
of his stories." 


Then the great statesman sut down, 


thoroughly knocked out. Sheridan re- 
sponded Kiid spoke half ail hour longer, 
with his joke ;w his test, and after that 
if any oue suggested his speaking first 
'Senafcr Morton would tell this story.— 
Chicago Record.

THE SACRED LOTUS. 


There- Arc Pretty Legends of Sonz and 


Stcry Abont Its Fruit. 


Concerning the rich fruit of tho lotus, 


which grsw luxuriantly in tho Nile, 
many charming legends have been told. 
It was believed that it wassotieUghtinl 
that those who ato of it would never 
leave the spot where it grew, but for it 
would abandon homo and fripucls to 
spend their lives in a dream of serene 
delight. Etomer, iu the Odyssey, men- 
tions the lotus eaters, who lived on the 
northern coast of Africa, and records 
their attempts to detain the followers 
of Ulysses by giving them the fruits of 
the lotus to eat, so that they should 
never wish to leave the spot where it 
grew. 


The same poetical idea ia known to 


the Arabs, who call it the "fruit of des- 
tiny," which is to be eaten in paradise, 
and it is on thia foundation that Tenuy- 
gon built his charming poem of the 
VljOtus Eaters." -This mythical lotus 
baa been identified by several botanists 
•with that indigenous to Tunis, which is 
a thorny shrub, with berries of tho size 
of an olive. 


Mungo Park found a species of lotus 


in Central America bearing berries of a 
delicious taste, which, on being dried 
and pounded, made very wholesome 
and pleasant bread. 
The lotus fruit 


found ia Tunis has a stimulating, al- 
most intoxicating effect, audit is there- 
fore probable that this plant furnished 
the foundation of the ancient legends. 


The sacred lotus of the Egyptians was 


E. fine aquatic plant, dedicated to Osiris 
and I sis anil regarded in Egyptian de- 
lineations us signifying the creation of 
the world. Diatiuct from this lotus was 
that known us tho blue lotus of the 
Nile, also n sacred plant. Both these 
species of lotus occur frequently as re- 
ligious symbols and decorations in tho 
temples.—Public Opinion.
